Murphy again contacted the Cor- 
rective Action Program and they 
arranged_for a company from 
French Lick, Indiana to come out 
and do the job. Mr. Murphy felt the 
completed job was not done cor- 
rectly, and he is now trying to get 
the issue resolved. 

Steven Murphy contacted the 
Town Crier to make sure that oth- 
ers are aware of this potentially 
serious problem. He has installed 
carbon monoxide detectors on all 
floors of his home and is intent on 
getting neighbors and others to pro- 
tect themselves with carbon mon- 
oxide detectors. 

The pipe involved, if it cracks, 
can allow carbon monoxide to.into 
a home. Carbon monoxide is a col- 
orless, odorless gas that inhibits 
the blood's capacity to carry oxy-

illness. The nan could bea faulty 
fuel-burning furnace, range, water 
heater, space heater, or wood stove 
(any combustible fuel will do, 
whether it is oil, natural gas, or 
propane). Proper maintenance of 
those appliances is the best way to 
reduce the risk of carbon monoxide 
poisoning, but a device that moni- 
tors the air is a crucial backup. A 
carbon monoxide detector re- 
sembles a smoke detector and the 
alarm sounds the same way when it 
is off. 

The Corrective Action Program 
has a database with installers from 
all over the country to take care of 
replacing this pipe, and two install- 
ers are listed for the 01887 zip code. 
One company did not respond to 
our call, and the other, Philip

Mr. Hurrell commented that the 
pipe that is now in question was 
first installed in 1987, and used in 
mid-efficiency forced hot air gas 
furnaces, and mid and high effi- 
ciency gas hot water boilers. The 
high temperature plastic vent 
(HTPV) pipe being replaced is col- 
ored gray or black and carries the 
brand names: Plexvent, Plexvent 
Il, or Ultravent. 

Mr. Hurrell stated that gas hot 
water boilers are relatively simple, 
but gas furnaces cause more of a 
problem. Permits, changes in the 
gas code, the use of an electrician 
in some cases, and a more compli- 
cated procedure in general, costs

total amountof time ‘involved with 
the gas pipe repair. CAP notifies 
homeowners that they "should make 
no payment to the contractor for 
work done" and this is causing the 
present problem for gas furnace 
owners like Steven Murphy. 

Wilmington Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart recommends that if you 
are thinking of purchasing a car- 
bon monoxide detector, make sure 
that it has a Underwriters Labora- 
tories (UL) approval rating, and, 
should it go off, call your local fire 
department. They will come out 
and check for possible sources of 
the alarm and will make sure your 
home is safe. You should also be 
aware that occasionally outside 
sources could trigger an indoor 
alarm, an attached garage where a 
car has been running, for example. 

As the Town Crier went to press, 
Steven Murphy's situation was not 
resolved. 

Ifyou are concerned about what 
type of pipe you have installed in 
your home, you can contact a li- 
censed furnace installer, or the 
Corrective Action Program for de- 
tailed information and on how to 
determine if you are eligible for 
their program. You may register at 
their web site, www.regcen.com/ 
CAP, and they can also be reached

Wilmington schools look to’

WILMINGTON - Ever since 
Eric Harris and Dylan Klebold 
savagely ripped through their 
high school in Littleton, Colo., 
with bombs and guns two weeks 
ago, schools across the country 
have been enhancing their securi- 
ty measures. 

And Wilmington school officials 
are no exception, as they plan and 
re-evaluate the town’s’ approach-'.;

According to Wilmington's 
School Superintendent, Dr. 
Geraldine O'Donnell, the town al- 
ready has a crisis intervention 
plan in place, However, they are 
seeking to improve this by devel- 
oping a violence prevention and 
response team. 

“It will include how to reach bus 
drivers, cafeteria workers and not 
just teachers and administra- 
tors," said O'Donnell at the school 
board's April 28 meeting. 

School board member Susanne 
Clarkin said the team will be an 
expansion to the crisis and pre- 
vention plan. It will involve the 
community and looking more spe- 
cifically at security issues in the 
schools, Clarkin said. 

A cost analysis for the proposal 
still needs to be conducted along 
with selecting the team members. 

Referencing to an early warn- 
ing, time and response manual of 
the Department of Education and 
the Federal Department of 
Justice, O'Donnell said there 
were many programs in the man: 
ual that Wilmington presently 
uses. 

"There are some excellent sec- 
tions in this [manual]," said 
O'Donnell. "I'm very pleased to 
say that in Wilmington we 
already have a lot of these pro- 
grams in place."

strong working relationship with 
the district attorney and the local 
police department, O'Donnell 
said. 

"We have a clear code of disci: 
pline with zero tolerance for chil- 
dren bringing weapons to school; 
said O'Donnell. 

One of the most effective securi- 
ty measures is adequate supervj- 
sion in the schools, School board 
chairperson, Suzanne Rooney, ré- 
quested that O'Donnell add a 
monitor to the staff to watch the 
front entrance of the high school. 

O'Donnell said she has already 
asked Wilmington's Business 
ministrator, Bradford Jackson, to 
identify grant funds to allow this. 

Following the tragedy in 
Littleton, one of the concerns 
O'Donnell said she had was han- 
dling the principals, teachers, stu 
dents and parents once thé 
schools re-opened after vacation, 

"I'm very, very proud of the 
principals. They already had ac- 
tion plans in place with custodir 
ans making sure the buildings 
were securely locked and safes" 
O'Donnell said.

A strawberry pot is ideal with its 
protruding pockets that allow an 
assortment of herbs to cascade from 
all sides, providing versatility in the 
kitchen, as well as an attractive show 
on the deck. Most herbs are sun- 
lovers, so choose a sunny site where 
they will be convenient for picking. 
Position tall herbs, like chives, pars- 
ley and mint, at the center and 
shorter or trailing herbs toward edges 
and in the pockets. 

For best results, use a top-quality, 
peat-based potting mix. An easy way 
to judge quality is to look at the ingre- 
dients listed on the potting-mix bag. If 
Canadian sphagnum peat moss is the 
first ingredient listed, you are assured 
of good quality. The proper mix is 
particularly important for container 
plants to ensure adequate drainage 
Yard soil tends to retain too much 
water, leading to rotting roots, and 
poor-quality potting mixes allow 
water to run through too quickly, 
leading to dried-out plants. 

Creating the herb planter is easy. 
You will need a strawberry pot, about 
10 herb plants, peat-based potting mix, 
some small stones and a cardboard tube 
from wrapping paper. 

1, Add about 2 inches of peat 
moss to the bottom of the strawberry 
planter. Place the cardboard tube in 
the center of the planter. Work 
it into the peat moss so that it 
remains upright.

2. Fill the pot with potting mixture 
to the first pockets.

The herbs should be ready for 
picking within a few weeks.

Pick herbs often, 
never taking more than a third of the 
plant at one time. The best time to 
pick is in the morning. For best fla- 
vor and fragrance, harvest herbs 
before they bloom.

either signal, safety or railroad 
track reasons. 

"Every suggestion I came up 
with had a road block in it," 
Quinlan said. "I wish I had better 
news for you." 

Several board members ex- 
pressed their concerns with keep- 
ing the handicapped access the 
same. "The handicapped access 
issue gives everyone a little 
heartburn,” said board member 
Kevin Brander. "Walking 800 feet 
can be a challenge for some peo- 
ple." 

When Brander questioned why 
they did not consider taking the 
property in front of the platform 
to remedy the problem, Quinlan 
said a number of things factored 
into their decision. There were fi- 
nancial and traffic concerns, the 
geometry of: the land and, con- 
struction issues, according to 
Brander. 

Kristine Wickham, PE. with 
Systra, gave a brief overview of 
the traffic report conducted at the 
proposed site. While they evaluat- 
ed the impact the traffic would 
have on the closest intersection to 
the station, which included the 
exit and entrance at the site, the 
report never looked at the other 
nearby intersections. This fact 
sparked many concerns for board 
members. 

"As a board, we need to know 


how it (traffic) impacts all of our 
roadways near the station, which 
was a comment that came from 
the board at the last meeting,” 
said board member Richard 
Green. "It isn't a far reaching 
question to ask for the impact on 
Route38/Route 62 intersection to 
be studied." 

Planning board director Lynn 
Duncan agreed, stating that they 
needed to have that information. 

Quinlan said they are satisfied 
with the traffic report, which he 
said shows the station would not 
generate much more traffic from 
the site. 

Wickham said the Massachu- 
setts Highway Department has 
agreed with their recommenda- 
tion to connect the traffic signal 
at the entrance of the parking lot 
to the track signal. 

“We're meeting with the Massa- 
chusetts Highway “Department 
and the MBTA to meet all require- 
ments to have it safe on Main 
Street," Wickham said. 

Wickham also provided a review 
of the landscaping plans for the 
station. She said they are propos- 
ing low-line shrubs and_ trees 
around the maintenance facility 
on the north end of the site as 
well as a 6-foot high stockade 
fence. The main entrance from 
Main Street would have benches, 
landscaping area, two bike racks, 
and a masonry wall on either side 


of the entrance. 

Commenting on the landscaping 
proposal, Green said he'd like to 
see more done to the mainte- 
nance facility. "Screening it is a 
good step. But I believe more 
could be done," Green noted. 

Selectman Jim Rooney attended 
the public meeting and had a few 
questions regarding the landscap- 
ing and lighting in the parking 
lot. 

“What can be done to put some 
nice lighting in the parking lot?" 
asked Rooney. "This is our town 
center. That's why I think we 
ought to make it look its best." 

Responding, Quinlan said he 
would not make any promises but 
would take a look at this for Roon- 


ey.

“There will 
be berms and all water will be 
directed to the catch basins,” 
Gillam said. The Commission 
approved the proposal and voted 
to expedite the matter so that the 
necessary repairs could begin as 
soon as possible.

There's been a rumor circu- 
lating that a new league will be 
forming in the future with the 
likes of Wilmington, Tewksbury, 
Dracut, North Andover and 
Masconomet Regional, toname 
a few. 

For the record, according to 
TMHS athletic director Bob 
Aylward, that is not true. How- 
ever, he did say on Monday 
morning, that several Merr- 
imack Valley Conference Ath- 
létic Directors, including him- 
self, have ideas of changing 
several things with different 
sports, however, the AD's 
haven't even met yet to discuss 
théseideas further, andit seems 
that the MVC might have more 
things to discuss before pos- 
sible leagues combining in sev- 
eral more sports.

Finally, in the third division, 
I'd keep the rest of the CAL 
intact with Amesbury, Newbury- 
port, Pentucket, Ipswich, 
Georgetown, Hamilton-Wen- 
ham, Manchester, Rockport and 
Triton. Allofthose teams would 
play each other twice, with two 
more league games against op- 
ponents in either of the top two 
divisions of their choice. 

Last year the Tewksbury boys 
hoop team played Billerica, 
Chelmsford and Andover twice, 


while, they played Lowell, 
Haverhill, Dracut, Methuenand 
Central once, with 7 non-league 
games and they finished 2-18. 

In my set-up, for example,

“Thus began a format of uti- 
lizing the Stoneham Theatre for 
informative, educational and 
charitable events on Sunday.” 

The history of the building 
and its classic lines are what 
attracted Symes to the project 
shortly after returning to 
Stoneham. . 

The Symes family was con- 
tacted by Kathleen Jordan of 
Emerald Realty Group on the 
death of Simon Zaltman whose 
estate owned the building. 

Symes, the son of Barbara 
and Al Symes, said, “It was an 
opportunity that seemed incredi- 


bly fortuitous.”

“Our thirst mechanism 
becomes less reliable as we 
age,” says Susan M. Kleiner 
PhD., R.D., a dietitian and fit- 
ness expert who has researched 
the effects of hydration on the 
body. “Because we aren't thirsty 
we forget to drink water or 
other fluids. Over time, this can 


ommended eight glasses of 
water a day is just a starting 
point for most people, and this is 
especially true for seniors, Dr. 
Kleiner points out. She cites 
research conducted by The Brita 
Products Company that shows 
many people don’t drink enough 
fluids and they walk around 
mildly dehydrated. 

Even mild dehydration can 
be a special problem for seniors, 
Dr. Kleiner says. “By our 70s, 
our kidneys filter waste about 
half as fast as they did when we 
were 30. So increased fluid 
intake is crucial for waste

Eight glasses (about 64 
ounces) is roughly the amount 
of water our bodies lose and 
need to replace each day-even if 
we are inactive. When we are 
more active, or the temperature 
rises, we need to increase water 
intake. A brisk walk on a warm 
day, may increase our water 
needs’ by two: glasses ‘anda 
round of golf by four glasses, Dr. 
Kleiner notes. 

Her point? “drink water regu- 
larly throughout the day, not 
just when you're thirsty. If 
you're thirsty, you’re probably 
already somewhat dehydrated,” 
she says.

Violence committed by teen- 
age boys and girls, against 
their peers or others, has be- 
come all-too-commonplace, 
from gritty urban streets to 
pristine suburban  develop- 
ments.

“I would support deferring 
some of these (capital articles) 
as a show of good faith, said

school administration had listed 
this as the second priority 

“But Director of Plants and 
Facilities Craig Robinson told 
the School Committee, the Fire 
Department ‘needs to redefine 
exactly what they are looking 
for’ in terms of what technology 
is needed.
